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DETAILED ACTION 

1. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this 
field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sade in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sands (5,167,598). 

4. As to claim 1, Sands discloses an apparatus comprising a frontal protrusion means (1) 
worn by a user and a tether means (9) wherein the frontal protrusion means is effective in 
providing a rigid support in front of the athlete for hanging the tether means which in turn is 
effective in supporting the athlete's arm and thus hands to enhance hand pendulum motion 
(see Fig. 1). 

5. Claim 1 is also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Geh (5,167,598). 
Geh discloses an apparatus as substantially claimed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Cooper, Sr. *408, Segarra '556, Wells et al. H63 and Darkwah '481 each disclose exercise 

devices that allow for a user's arm to be bent while walking or running. 

Moye ^936 and Chee *762 disclose apparatus that maintains a user's arm in a bent 

configuration.
